WHEREAS, the City of Fort Wayne pays a full patrolman's 
wage of Seventeen Thousand Seventy-five Dollars ($17,075.00) 
for this current city year to each patrolman performing ser¬ 
vices as a police officer plus a portion of the pension of 
said patrolman, plus other fringe benefits and should not be 
required to pay the expense of union activities of the Patrol¬ 
men's Benevolent Association from civil city funds or other 
city funds because, among other things, such a payment would 
be from taxpayers' money for the espousal of union activities 
which activities in and of themselves further the interests 
of the members of the Patrolmen's Benevolent Association; and, 

WHEREAS, the union activities in and of themselves have 
been declared legal but are in furtherance of the private 
interests of the members of the union. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Common Council of 
the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, does hereby go on record as 
opposing any payment of wage to any police officer>^5h,i. 
engaged on work solely in the uniop
